TALK OF “TUBES -IN 
‘SHANGHAI. 


NEED. FOR ACTION. 


” @tadfie problems have become 
se acute in Shanghai that’ there 
is oven talk of a tube system or 
an clevated railway, according to 
the . Telegraph’. corresponden 
there, who writes: : 

In the list’of problems peculiar 
to Shanghal it will be a fair guess, 
perhaps, to say that the hardest 
of all to solve is presented in the 
city’s traffic situation, and “this 
situation from one-ménth to an- 
other is growing increasingly 
more difficult, as’ many’ a‘lucklesa 
motorist hailed into court’ on one 
charge or another, will testify. - 

“Shanghai,” remarked Mr. G. 
W. King, British Magistrate, after 
hearing a round-of vidlations 
charged against motorists, “will 
hayé to go underground or into 
the air to solve its traffic problem. 
And one or the other of these 
courses apparently will have to 
be followed, for the Chief Ins- 
pector of the Police Traffic, De- 
partment, who.was ‘in court at 
the time, admitted that Shang- 
hai’s traffic completely ‘had out- 
grown" its accommodations and 
‘that some drastic “action is de- 
coming necessary. ~ 

In its-internal geography Shang- 
hai, meaning: the “International 
Settlement, as a rapidly develop- 
ing centre is .more -than  or- 


dinarily. unfortunate, for ‘it has, 
but a single major thoroughfare 
from’ east to west and but two 
from south to north through 
which to transport huge popula- 
tions. inhabiting three separtes 
districts.

thickly populated zones, has also 
most of the ‘city’s ‘industrial 
plants, one: must proceea frem the 
tGarden Bridge which is like the 
neck of a bottle at the northern 
end of The Bund.and on through 
Broadway. Access into the Hong- 
kew district isto be gained 
through tie.single avenue, Sze- 
chuen Road, on which to relieve 
congestion in some measure ‘both 
bus lines and railless trams lately 
have been, brought into service. 

°It follows therefore that through 
most of ‘the. working day, and 


particularly. at. tiffin. time andl. 


in late-afternoon, the threé main 
thoroughfares are filled with un- 
broken moving lines. of traffic 
that may ‘be interrupted for the 
lesser erosaing streams only with 
difficulty. 

The situation is one that has 
been lengthening the-court.dockets 
of traffic law violations and pre- 
sents a problem which will be 
solved only when Shanghai has

News came 
down from Shanghai some. time 
age that rice there had risen to 
a high price: and that. there had 
been at least one serinds case of 
organised rohbery by hungry 
coolies. Here in fHlongkong there 
are fairly plentiful stocks, but it 
is to be hoyied the Government is 
keoping:a close eye on the ex- 
portation of the cereal to “Canton 
where there is .a evory prospect 
of a serious shorlage. We pub-

get ricésupplies from Rangoon, 
as the Saigon stock is practically 
all disposed of."

land out of cultivation dnd to 
restrict the general agricultural 
ourput., Men who ought to be 
engaged in husbandry are cither 
soldiers or bandits and the pro- 
ductivity of the ,countryside is, 
very much lessened to what it 
was, Sofaras the Province of 
Kwangting’ is concerned, it ix 
stated that it nly producas one- 
third of its rice requirements and 
it’ must be remembered « that 
Kwaungtung is largely an 
agricultural province. The price 
of mal-administration in China is 
well-nigh incalculable. .
